The New School Law. 

The bill provides that for the first 
part of 1895 all money belongs to 
lite common school fund shall be 
paid direct into the treasury and 
shall ba used for no other than 
school puiposes. 

On March 31, June 30, SepL 30 
and Deo. !50 of ench year the treas- 
urer shall place to the credit of 
each county in tbe state its propor- 
tionate part of the school food. 
Oq April 30, July 81, Oct. 31 and 
Jan. 31 of each year tbe county 
school commissioners shall trans- 
mit to the state school cominis- 
oer an itemized statement of tin 
various sums due and uupiud, by 

nty board of edi 
When these fctatementK shall have 
been made and approved by the 
state school commissioner and pre- 
sented to the governor, tha gover- 
nor shall issue his warrants upon 
the treasurer for all tbe funds 
standing to thecredit of each coun- 
ty. The trensurer shall then draw 
Iris checks for the amounts of these 
wan-ante and they shall be sent, 
by the state school commissioner to 
the county commissioners ami they 
shall pay the money out for the 
leras for which it is due, 
and if it is not enough to pay (he 
full then it shall be prorat- 
ng the various items, 
provided that the expenses 
of administration for eaoh quarter 
shall first be paid in full aud then 
ty boards; of education are 
authorized to make their contracts 
in such a manner that tbe amounts 
payable to teachers for services 
'cndered up to tho end of the cal- 
mdar quarter shall become due on 
the days specified above. 

The bill makes the school year 
coincident with the calendar year, 
from January 1 to December 31. 
Tbe entire school fund is to be ap- 
portioned to the different counties 
and the county'boards are to meet 
in January each year and make ar- 
rangements for placing the schools 
iu operation for that year. 

Those counties having local 
school laws where schools are bus. 
tained by local taxation for a period 
of five months or more, the state 
school commissioner shall on the 
first of January, April, July and 
October of each year notify the 
governor of the amount of funds 
standing to tbe credit of each of 
these counties on the treasurer's 
books on these dates, and the gov- 
ernor shull issue his warrants for 
these sums and the treasurer shall 
draw his checks for thetn without 
requiring an itemized statement 

The most important section of 
the bill provides that the school 
fund for each year shall be a fixed 
and specified sum and in order to 
carry out this provision the state 
school commissioner, the comtrol- 
lergeneral and tbe treasurer shall ou 
the first Tuesday of each year, make 
estimate of what the school fund 
for the ensuing year shall be and 
this estimate shall be divided into 
four equal parts and each shall be 
available and payable at the times 
n the bill. If the specific 
taxeB shall fall short of this esti- 
mate then the balance necessary lo 
meet the provisions of the estimale 
thorized to be paid from any 
lundin the treasury nob otherwise 
appropriated.

The Growth of Populism. 

The World, one or the leading 
democratic papers published in the 
cily of New York, has this to say 
about the growth of the populist 
party: 

The election figures showing the 
Populist vote for 1894 throughout 
the country and comparing it. with 
the vote of the anme party enst in 
1S02 will be found in another col- 
umn. The exhibit is interesting 
and important. It completely 
futes the notion that, the Populiats 
have received [heir cleat h-bh 
They were defeated. It ia true, in 
Kansas aud Colorado— States that 
have been their strongholds — Snl 
they east 600,000 more votes ii 
1892, nnd a party that gains mor« 
than 57 per cent, in two years is t 
force to be reckoned with. 

In the first place (he fact musl 
be recognized that the Populist de- 
feat in Kansas and Colorado was a 
defeat of Wnite and Lewelling 
rather than of Populism. In 1892 
the Democrats and Populists fused 
in Colorado n,Bd Kansas. That the 
Populist vele in Colorado should 
have increased under these circum- 
stances from 54,000 to 67,000 is far 
from suggesting that the party is 
(lead. In Kansas there is a loss 
of 45,000, but even so the Populist 
vote this year was 1G,000, greater 
than the vote cast in the Stale for 
Cleveland iu 1S88. 

Of the eld Democratic Slates the 
chief gain of the Populiats vfib 
made in North Carolina, their vote 
growing from 45,000 to 154,000, 
While aided by Republican 
votes they did not have the lull 
strength of that pasty, for the in- 
dependent republicans ran a third 
ticket. As the Republican vote in 
.ra. North Carolina was aboat 
100,000 it is clear that the Populist 
■ote, pure aud simple, must havi 
grown nearly if not quite 35 pel 
cent. Sou* Carolina became ill. 
t wholly Populist. In Georgia 
the Populist vote increased 54,000. 
or more than 100 per cent. In 
Texas it grew from 100,000 to 160.- 
000. It fell off Slightly in Virginia, 
but the party gained a foothold in 
Maryland and Delaware. In 
Alabama the alleged (U flection of n 
largo part of the negro vote, to 
Oates Caused a falling off on the 
ret urns. 

In most of the fusion States ol 
1893 the Populist vote fell <-ff, but 
the popular unrest and di«s«t( Tsfms- 
tioii in tbe West which caused the 
revolt against the Republican parly 
in 1890 and 18.12, this year turneif, 
in its disappointsment, lothe Pop- 
ulists. In Illinois the Popu'ist vot* 
inciea el ;'r tu 22,000 to 13S.0OO; 
in Indiana from 22,000 to 30,000; 
in Iowa, where Democracy has been 
slowly growing for a dozen years, 
from 21,000 to 115,000; in Michigan 
from 20,000 25,000; iu Minnesota 
from 2i>,000 to 83,000; iu Moo tana 
from 7,000 to 15,000. In Nebraska 
the DoBicci'ats and Populists to- 
ther polled 83,000 votes in 1802, 
but this year the populists alone 
polled 80,000. In Ohio tbe I'opu- 
alist vote increased from 15.000 to 
40,000, and in Wisconsin a Stale 
which the Democrats hoped they 
had won permanently, from 10,000 
to 27,000.

that in the West and South the 
people are dissatisfied with both 
the old parties. They have turned 
from the Republican to the Dem 
ocratic party without obtaining re- 
lief. They believed tho pi-omises 
made them by the democratic 
party only to land them broki 
through incompetent leadership 
which was taken advantage of by 
Fosiaan, Brice and -Smith. And 
they caauot be won buck until 
Democracy's leaders and candidates 
are a guarantee that iis pledges will 
be redeemed. 

In the mean time Populism must 
bo recognized as a serious faetor in 
American politics. 



What's the Matter With the 
Bill? 

The judiciary committee of tho 
Senate yesterday put aside the 
registration bill until next year. 
What's the matter with the bill? 
The House spent a good deal of 
lime upon it and passed it. As far 
as we are able to judge it is a very- 
good bill. It provides for a uniform 
registration at a comparatively 
small expend; to each comily. It 
offers ample opportunity for every 
citizen who is entitled to v.,to to 

The representative who drew tbo 
bill is one of the ablest aud tast 
equipped members of the legisla- 
ture. It is apparent to any one 
who reads the bill that he had only 
one purpose in view, and that was 
the best interests of tho whelp 
people. It is an absolutely impar- 
tial bill, and if it should beconu 
law it would be productive of 
great deal of good. 

The hasty action of the judiciary 
committee of the Senate justifies 
the conclusion that the bill ia to t 
killed. The time ispentiu prefect 
ing and passing it is to be practi 
cnlly thrown away. That would riot 
be a matter of much eonsiderati 
if the hill were a bad one, but 
doesn't appear to be a bad one. 
it contains defects why aot or 
them and then pass it? 

Are we to understand that t 
demand for ballot reform tl 
comes from all parts of the state 
to be ignored? Are the people 
be left to tho mercy of ballot box 
A perpetrators of other 
ballot box frauds? 

This registration bill was the one 
real reform measure of the session. 
If the people had secured that ihey 
>uld have had something lo show 
■ the money appropriated for 
legislative espeuses. 

The sossio.i is almost ended and 
what important thiug has the leg- 
islature done? It has made a few 
changes lor the better hi the hcIiou! 
law, aud passed a lot of local bills 
■ilk! it few picayune ineaeut'efl of 
n general character.

if there are any, iu the registratioi 
bill. The House didn't see any 
and therefore the presumption i:

the Christmas stocking comes from 
ilgium or France. 
The original significance 1 o! the 
Christinas tree is apt to he over- 
looked in Ihese later days; thechil- 
are seldom told that ttie ever- 
u was chosen as a representa- 
tive of the Tree of life; that the wax 
tapers are symbolic of the Light 
of the World, and the glistening 
gilt stars reflect the glory of the 
Star of Bethlehem. 

The mistletoe bough has also a 
bit of history back of its pretty 
sentiment. It was regarded by the 
Druids with religious venera- 
tion, and its berries of pearl as 
symbolic of purity were associated 
by them with rites of martii 
From this the transition was alight 
to the lover's kiss beneath 
transplanted branch, at Christmas 
tide. 

St. Nicholas — the patron saint of 
the Yule tide— is the saota Clans 
of Holland, the Sauiiklaus of Switz- 
erland and the Sonnor Klaus of 
Helgoland. He docs not always 
drive reindeer; in Belgium the 
children polish their shoee, fill fcbcm 
with oats, carrots or hay, and set 
them in the fireplace for theh Rood 
Nicholas's beautiful white 
is. In many parts of Swizer- 
land, Germany and the Netherlands, 
he distributes his presents on St. 
Nicholas eve— the 5th of December 
instead of Christmas eve. 
In France, New Year's day is 
generally observed rather than 
Christmas for the distribution of 
gifts, and the children are not on 
the look-out for a big, jolly old 
11 furs, but for the dear, gen- 
tle Christ-Child. Jesus baiubia, 
otaes with a convoy of angels 
loaded with books, toys, and sugar 
plains. In Austria they cling more 
closely to old legends and put 
candies in the windows on Christ- 
mas eve that the tender Christ- 
Child may not stumble and bruise 
his feet in passing through the vil- 
Thronjrhout Northen Ger- 
tbe tables are spread and 
lights left burning during the en- 
tire DiRbt, that the Virgin Mary 
and the angel who go by when 
everybody sleeps, may rind refresh, 
snts for their long journey. 
In some places in Buhetntu, they 



use the manger as the receptacle 
for the presents which the Christ 
Ohiid brings, aud they picture hi in 
aa coming iu a golden chariot drawn 
by milkwhite horses. 

In Alsace the Oiuist Child is rep- 
resents d— strange to say — by a. 
young maiden dressed in white, 
with hair of lamb's wool hanging 
about her shoulders, her face 
hitened by flour and a crown of 
gilt paper set around with burning 
lapera. In one hand she carries a 
silver bell, «nd iu the other a bas- 
ket of sweet- meats.

She carried a folded hand- 
kerchief, and she rode to the cin- 
peroi's palace in a gorgeous sedan- 
obnir. She was accowpauied by 
unuehs, and eight eunuchs carried 
the chair. After entering the pal- 
ace grounds the chair was carried 
over a brazier of live coals. Two 
of the impepial princesses helped 
"n aud out of the chair, aud as 
&he got out she was given an apple, 
a golden scepter, aud a bottle con- 
taining pearls and gold coins. The 
peror,'who was dressed iu full 
rrt costume, stood on the 
threshold of the palace, and as the 
future empress got out he took off 
her veil. 

The two wore then led to the 
bridal chamber, and the eiuperior 
took his seat on the left sido of the 
sd, while the bride sat on the righ t 
lib their faces turned toward each 
other. The princesses then re- 
ted the impend couple to drink 
tigother. They ate a dish of what, 
the Chinese call "The Pudding of 
Sons and Grandsons," and drank 
together some wedding soup which 
is dignified by the name of "The 
Broth of Long Life." This prac- 
tically constituted the marriage 
ceremony, though a marriage con- 
tract was signed. 1
